rope that public will rather than pub- 
lic forcp is the key to international 
peace. 


"It is public will, not public force, 


that makes an enduring peace." he 
tbld his audience of Canadians, gather- 
ed m Stanley park, "and is it not a 
gratifying 
circumstance that it has 


fallen to the lot of us North Ameri- 
cans, living amicably for more than a 
century under different flags, to pre- 
sent the most striking example yet 
produced of that basic fact? If only 
European countries would heed the 
lesson conveyed by Canada and the 
United States, they would strike, at 
the root of disagreements, and in their 
own prosperity, forget to inveigh con- 
stantly at ours" 


With his emphasis upon the long 


friendship between Canada and the 
United State?, Mr. Harding coupled 
advice to the people of the dominion 
to guard against giving encourage- 
ment "to any enterprise looking to 
Canada's annexation to the United 
States." 


"Let us so our own gaits along par- 


allel roads, you helping us and we 
helping you." he added.

TIME TO DISPENSE WITH PANACEAS 


In his recent statement Senator Cap- 


per said that "agricultural organization 
by the last congress did not consist of in- 
stantaneous panaceas." and that the 
measures adopted had not had time to 
prove their value. This raises the ques- 
tioiKas to whether there are any such 
things as panaceas, "instantaneous" or 
other. Curealls are generally classed as 
nostrums, and, it is believed, properly. 
If congress were competent to compound 
a panacea it would be greatly to blame 
for failing to do so. It is a curious fact 
that in the search for panaceas, which 
continues with unabated vigor, the simple 
and prosaic matter of taxes should be al- 
most wholly overlooked. "Worse than that, 
most of the schemes proposed involve the 
expenditure of more money, and the levy- 
ing of still higher taxes, taxes which, will 
have to tie paid_by the very people whom 
it is desired to benefit, paid indirectly, if 
not directly. 
The demand is still for 


more government action, which means a 
still larger, government pay roll, and an 
added increment of inefficiency. 
• 
Nothing would help 'the people, includ- 


ing the farmer, so much as to get the gov- 
ment out of much of the business in which 
it is now engaged, thus cutting down 
waste, use less employes doing less work 
and drawing liberal pay, inefficiency, and 
expense, and lightening the load which 
the people now have to carry. But the 
tendency, unhappily, is all in the other 
direction. A great deal of our trouble is 
due to the fact that we are spending far 
too much for government. People are 
slow to realize the deadly'effect of exor- 
bitant taxes and to understand that they 
are a terrible drain on the resources and 
vitality of the nation. If the citizen mak- 
ing his purchases were forced as he left 
the shop to stop at a desk and pay to the 
man behind it an amount equal to from 
40 to 200 pef cent, of his .purchases, he 
would &ink that he was very hardly used. 


If the Farmer-Labor party would turn 


its attention to this subject, and would 
work for a reduction of taxes, both na- 
tional and local, which of course would be 
possible only if governments were made 
less costly—as they ought to be—it would 
do much good, and would put the people 
under the heaviest sort of obligation. 
It 


has tried panaceas, which, whether "in- 
stantaneous" or not, are still panaceas, 
and they have not worked. Is it not time 
to have done with them ? There is no ele- 
ment of the panacea in the program call- 
ing for lower taxation and kss govern- 
ment, but there is in it the promise of 
help. The wisest and best thing that any 
government can do is to leave in every 
man's pocket as much of bis own money as 
possible. 
There is no more valuable 


guaranty that government can give to the 
citizen than "the right 10 u:-e Jus own 
faculties for his own development'*—for 
that is nothing more or less than Jibeny. 
Those who are seeking relief rmy. as a 
result of measures they may be tempted 
to advocate, bring on themselves a worse 
fate than that which is now their?. Most 
of them are at l***! tainted with cookery 
—are in the nstrire of panaceas. 
The 


business of taxation, on the other hand, 
is *3:ceedingly practical, arid should be 
dealt with in a i'ractical way.

PRESENT STATUS OF THE GREAT DELUSION 


All agree that there has been an unprecedented 


amount of exposure on the part or'the so called 
weaker sex in recent years, yet statistics of the cen- 
sus bureau show that 20 per cent more males than 
females succumb to pneumonia, though certainly 
tho males keep their bodies better covered than the 
females do. 
_ 
Tho annual suicide rate Is about 6.364 among 


males and only 2,426 among females, but tho statis- 
tic do not show whether tho stronger or the weaker 
sex has the larger number of murders and maimings 
to its credit from the popular sport of open face 
sneezing and unmuzzled coughing. 


Ten years ago the public health authorities were 


teaching that all alleged "colds" were communica- 
ble, but last year they backed down on that teach- 
ing, giving 10 per cent off for popular approval. 
Now the public health authorities teach that we 
have 100,000,000 alleged "colds" in the United States 
annually, and 90,000.000 of 'em are still contracted 
through infection the other 10,000,000 evidently just 
springing up after the fashion of Topsy. 


In some communities those who do the health 


work in the schools are excluding from school every 
child who has an alleged "cold." on the ground that 
the presence of such a child in the schoolroom is 
a menace to the health and safety of the.other chil- 
dren. In other communities these nurses exercise 
their own discretion admitting pupils with alleged 
"colds" even to the swimming pool, or excluding 
them from school, according to whim. 


Voluntary isolation of the frightfully common 
old"—as folks will call respiratory diseases when 


they don't know just what is the matter—is a gold- 
en rule of hygiene. 
This will probably never be 


observed in this world to any appreciable extent: 
one's safety demands constant watchfulness and 
suspicion of anything resembling a "slight cold," 
that one may keep beyond the range of ordinary 
spray infection from the talking person -which range 
is less than flve feet. 
In some communities people caught expectorating 


on the floor of even on the sidewalk or street may 
be arrested and fined. It would be far better for 
public health if person caught inflicting open face 
sneezes or unmuzzled coughs upon their neighbors 
in theater, church, cars, stores or other places were 
arrested and punished for endangering: the health 
of the community.

ter, 
according to statistics I have tabulated, and 


they're alive and well today. Over 200 babies, born 
and cared for according to my specifications, dis- 
carded th.eir belly bands at the age of two weeks 
and are still getting along well indeed.

(cold cream) which conforms to the Pharmacopoeia 
standard. 
When properly made the ointment is 


smooth: no particle can be fe'.t when the ointment is 
rubbed between the fingers. 


If the treatment is followed faithfully for a. per- 


iod of six weeks the dandruff is usually controlled: 
in most cases the trouble may be kept under con- 
trol by an occasional application of the ointment 
in the same way, say once or twice a month after- 
ward, preferably immediately after a shampoo. Very 
little of the ointment is needed for one application 
ar.d the hair need not be made oily or greasy at any 
time. The advantage such a method has over the 
application of liquids is that the medicament is 
kept in contact with the scalp for a prolonged per- 
iod. Medicaments applied locally require time to do 
their work. Just as antiseptics do.

The telephones have one advantage
